The Holy Bible, which for ſo many Ages was 
concealed , or denied to thoſe that were called 
the Laiety, is now in the Poſſeſſion of almoſt every 
Family, and by the Inſtitution of Charity-Schools 
Children of the meaneſt ſort of the People, are not 
only taught to read, but are alſo inſtructed in the 
Doctrines and Precepts of the Chriſtian Religion; 
the Knowledge and Obſervance of which are abſo- 
lutely requrſite to the obtaining eternal Salvation. 
It muſt be allowed, that there are many excellent 
Catechiſms, which contain the Principal Articles of 
the Chriſtian Religion, and are admirably adapted 
for the Inſtruction of Youth: But as the Bible is the 
Fountain from whence all theſe Rivulets are deriv'd, 
whatever contributes to the Knowledge of the Holy 
Scripture cannot but be of great Uſe. The moſt 
learned Men that have wrote upon the Bible, have 
acknowledged that Scripture is the beſt Expoſitor 
of itſelf, The Harmony that is found between the 
Books of Moſes, the Pſalms, the Prophets and the 
New Teſtament do in a wonderful manner, both il- 
luſtrate and ſupport the Authority of each other. 
The New Teſtament is the real Light of the figu- 
rative Darkneſs of the Types and Myſteries of the 
Old, the very Conſummation of the Prophecies of 
good Things to come. By comparing one part of 
the Holy Scriptures with another, many difficult 
Paſſages are made clear and eaſy to be underſtood; 
and the plaineſt Doctrines which relate either to F aith 
or- Prafitce, are ſtrengthened and confirmed. . 
Io this Effay I was induced by obſerving that the 
uſual Method of reading the Bible from one Chapter 
to another, as they ſtand in Order, makes it very 
difficult for thoſe of low Capacities, to obſerve the 
Connexion of the ſacred Hiſtory, and the Illuſtration 
that one part of it receives from the other, without 
having it pointed out to them; and therefore I 
— ic __ be of ſome Uſe, that where there

Great Part of the Holy Bible is Hiſtorical ; and as 


_ Hiſtory is the moſt apt and uſeful way of conveying 
| Inftruction to the Mind, eſpecially to thoſe of ten- 


der Years, (becauſe it carries with it the force of Ex- 
ample as well as Precept) ſo by comparing and con- 
necting the different Paſſages that relate to each o- 


ther, the whole is illuſtrated and explained; and 


therefore makes a deeper and more — Impreſ- 


ſion upon the Mind. 


The great Uſe of thus reading and comparing the 


Scripture is fo evident, that I need not enlarge upon 


it, and yet how few are there that will allow them 


ſelves Time to do it? Nay, how many are there, 
that becauſe they will not be at the Pains to conſider 


and examine the Scri Pn, refuſe or neglect the 
ſeeming Difficulties which 


It was this Conſideration that induced me to pub- 


ſh this Effay, which was at firſt intended only for 


my own private Uſe; and however imperfect this At- 


tempt may be, however unfit for the Peruſal of thoſe, 


whoſe Study and Profeſſion renders "the far more 


is Nature, than 
I preſume to be; yet as nothing of this Kind, or at 


leaft in this Method, has been yet made publick, 3 
from this itnperfect Eſſay, the Charity-Children and 
common fort of People may reap any Benefit, I ſhall

J have avoided giving my own T houghts by way - 


of Comment upon any Texts of Scripture, not only 
out of a juſt Senſe how unequal I ſhould be to ſuch a 


Faſk, but alſo out of a firm Perſuaſion that Scrip- 
ture is never ſo well interpreted as by itſelf, It is 


our beſt, our ſafeſt, our only infallible Guide. There

a Divine Revelation. 


It is evident, that the Holy Scri 2 if duly con- 


ſidered, tends to ſet forth and Gi ay the Infinite 
Wiſdom and Providence of God in Fiis Government 
of the World, and his ineſtimable Love to Mankind 
in the Redemption of it: But yet ſome of thoſe Paſ- 


ſages, if conſidered ſingly by themſelves, may ſeem 
2 by being but ſhortly related, which in other 


s of Scripture are made clear, Plain, and obvious 
to the meaneſt Apprehenſions. 
Flirt, The Account we have of the Cranina of 
the World, in the Book of Geneſis, is very much il- 
luſtrated by the magnificent Deſcriptions that are to 
be found of it in other parts of the Scripture. 


. Secondly, The direful Conſequences of the Diſobe- 5 
dience of our firſt Parents upon themſelves and all 


their Poſterity will more fully appear by what is 
expreſſed in the New Teſtament relating thereto. 
Thirdly, Enoch, the ſeventh from Adam, was a 


Preacher of Righteouſneſs, and not only warned 
that Generation of the approaching Flood, but alſo 


| foretold the Deſtruction of the World by Fire. 


His Tranſlation to Heaven was a viſible Aſſu- 


rance, that notwithſtanding the great length of the 


Lives of thoſe of that Generation, yet there was a 
_— and eternal State, 1 into which all Mankind were 


ro | 
Far Miracle was again repeated, and the ſame 


Hope of Immortality declared by the Aſcent of Elj- 


Jah to Heaven, and this at a Time when both the 
Princes, Prieſts, and People of Mael, were ſunk in- 
to the groſſeſt Idolatries and other Impieties. 


Bur this important Truth (upon the Belief of which 


all Religion depends) was * car beyond all Con- 
tradiction, by our Saviour's Reſurrection and Aſcent 
into Heaven, having by Death deſtroyed him who 


had the Power of Death, that is the Devil, and deli- 


yer'd 
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ver' d them who, thro? Fear of Death, were all their 
Life- time ſubject to Bondage; and "thereby eternal 
Life and Immortality were brought i into the cleareſt 
Light by the Goſpel, _ 

Fourthly, The Subverſion of Sodom by Fire from 
Heaven, is a Type of that Perdition which is prepa- 
red for the ungodly, when our Saviour ſhall come 

'in flaming Fire, taking Vengeance on them that 
know not God, and obey not the Goſpel, who ſhall 
be puniſhed with an everlaſtin ng Deſtruction, from 
the Preſence of the Lord, and rom the Glory of his 
Power. 
How great an Illuſtration does the Story of the 
Faith of Abraham in the, Old Teſtament, receive by 
being compared with what our Saviour and his A- 

oſtles ſay of it in the New, where it is made the 
= — and Example of that Faith which is to be 
exerciſed by the Members of the Chriſtian Church, 
which Acts of Faith may be reduced to the follow- 
Particulars. 

* His leaving his Native Countrey upon the Di- 
vine Command, which is clearly repreſented in He- 
| brews xi. 8, 9, 10. The Parallel to which, in the Chri- 
ſtian Church, is the Obedience to the Divine Com- 
mand, not to love this World, nor the Things that 
are in it, but to ſet our Affections on the Things 
that are "above 5 which every one in his Baptiſm 
yows to do. 

II. The ſecond great Act of Arabam's Faith was 
his Confidence in the Promiſes, which aſſured him 
that he ſhould have a Son by Sarah, when, accord- 
ing to the Courſe of Nature, the Thing promiſed 
was highly improbable; and which miraculous Child 
ſhould have a numerous Poſterity that ſhould inherit 
all the Land of Canaan, and from whom the Maſiab 

2 deſcend. 
III. The third Inftance of his Faith, was his offer- 

ing up Jace, the Son of the Promiſe, the 9 
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of his Faith expreſſing itſelf in an abſolute Obe - 


dience to the Divine Command ; for he accounted 


that God was able to raiſe him u up even from the 


Dead, from whence alſo he received him in a Fi igure: 


So that as it is ſtated by St. James, his Faith wrought 


with his Works. 

What is parallel to this, in the Chriſtian Church, is 
a firm Belief that Chriſt, the promiſed Seed of whom 
Jaac was a Type, was born of a pure Virgin by the 


Holy Ghoſt, and after his Sufferings raiſed from the 


Dead, by the Power of God, to fulfil the Promiſes 
made to the Fathers, and that all Believers muſt be 
born again of the Holy Ghoſt, and raiſed like to Chriſt 
to Eternal Life at the laſt Day; and in general, it is 
ſuch a'Faith, as muſt be exerciſed in an entire Re- 
liance upon the Divine Promiſes, whereby all pe- 
nitent Believers are aſſur'd of the Divine "—_ 
the Pardon of their manifold Tranſgreſſions, and 
the Almighty Aſſiſtance of Divine Grace, by i 
they ſhall be enabled to overcome all the Powers of 


Sin and Darkneſs, and ſo be made meet for the In- 


heritance of the Saints in Eternal Life and Bliſs. 
Jacob, not long before his Death, foretels the co- 
ming of the Meſſiah, and that the Sceptre ſhould not 


depart from Judab till Shiloh come, which was ac- 


— ly fulfilled. | 
In = Story of Foſeph we * the Inſtance of a 
moſt ſublime Vinws, founded upon the Fear of the 
Almighty, which induced him to meg the 
Miſeries of a Dungeon rather than comply with the 
Allurements of his wanton Miſtreſs. his re- 
ſolved Piety-was amply rewarded even in this Life, 
being advanced from a Priſon to be the Ruler over 
all the Lands of Egypt, and thereby the Preſerver of 


his Father and all his Family in the Time of an uni- 


verſal Famine. 


The Deliverance of the Hebrews out of chat Bon- 
dage wich which they were ſo cruelly oppreſſed, is both 
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trübe InTRODECTION. 
by our Saviour and the Apoſtles made the Repreſen- 


tation of that much greater Deliverance from eternal 
Death and Miſery, which all thoſe that believe in 


Jeſus Chriſt ſhould be reſcued from, for ſuch ſhall. 


never periſh, but have everlaſting Life. 2 
All the Sacrifices and Inſtitutions of the Ceremo- 


' nial Law, were the "== and Shadows of that great 
Me 


Sacrifice. which the fiah ſhould offer up for the 
Sins of the World, and therefore being but the Sha- 
dow of good Things to come, were to be aboliſh'd. 


The Land of Canaan, into the Poſſeſſion of which 
the Hebrews were conducted by Zo/hua, was a molt 


fertile and pleaſant Land, but here they could not 
long abide, by reaſon of Death; and therefore Da- 
vid the moſt excellent of all their Princes in the 
heighth of his Proſperity, upon the Dedication of 

the immenſe Treaſures which he had acquir'd for the 


building the Temple, acknowledges that they were 
but Strangers and Pilgrims on the Earth, and in it 
they could have no continuing Abode: and in many 

of the Pſalms expreſſes, that his Hope and Deſire was 
only fix d upon the Expectation of eternal Bliſs, and 
therefore cries out, Whom have I in Heaven but thee, 


and there is none on the Earth I deſire beſides thee ;, for 


in thy Preſence alone is fulneſs of Foy, and Pleaſures for 
evermore : For as the Apoſtle obſerves, they that ſay 
ſuch Things, declare plainly that they ſeek a Countrey, 


that is, an Heavenly. | | "nts: By 
The Books of Judges, and the Hiſtory of the Kings 
of Judab and Tfael, are the clear and full Repreſen- 


_ tations of the Soverein Dominion of the —anghty in 2 


the World; for while theſe People continued in 
Regard ahd Obedience to the Divine Commands, 


they liv'd in the greateſt Peace and Proſperity, and 


without the Aſſiſtance of any foreign Alliance, were 

protected from all the Inſults of their Enemies. 
But when they ſunk into Idolatry and other Im- 

3 e pieties, 
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pieties, they were cruelly haraſs'd by ſeveral Nas» 
tions, as well as by Inteſtine Wars and Diſcords. 
The ten Tribes were driven out of their Land, and 
carried Captive into foreign Countries, where they 
now remain in the very manner as was foretold by 
Moſes, and the Prophets. 3 
This Divine Severity not reclaiming the two re- 


. maining Tribes from their Idolatries, and other great 


Wickedneſs, they were carried Captive to Babylon, 

their Temple deſtroyed, and their Countrey laid de- 

ſolate; and being reſtored after ſeventy Years Cap- 

_ tivity, they ſoon fell into many great Impieties, and 

af laſt filled up the Meaſure of their Iniquities, by re- 
jecting and crucifying the Meſſiah the Lord of Glo- 
ry, and perſecuting his Diſciples. 


The proper Uſe which I conceive is to be made 
upon the reading theſe tragick Storjes, is to conſider: 
that Righteouſneſs exalteth a Nation, but Sin is à Re- 
proach to any People, and that the Nominion of 
the Almjghty in the World has been, and is naw the 
ſame as it was then, for that which hath been is now, 
and that which is to be hath already been; which js 
clearly ſtated by Sir Walter Rawleigh in his excellent 
Preface, wherein is the following Obſer vation. 
I will examine, ſays he, what Profit hath been 
e gathered by our own Kings, and their Neighbouring 
« Princes, who having beheld both in Divine and 
„ humane Letters the Succeſs of Infidelity, Injuſtice 
, and Cruelty, have notwithſtanding planted after the 
« ſame Pattern. But the Judgments of God are for 
Fever unchangeable, neither is he wearied by the 
long proceſs of Time, not wont to give his Bleſ- 
e ſing in qne Age to that which he hath curſed in 

„ another: Therefore thoſe that are wiſe, will be a- 
{+ ble to diſcern the bitter Fruits of Irreligious Policy, 
ce as well among thoſe Examples that are found in A- 
ges removed far from the preſent, as jn thoſe of 


latte 
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latter Times”. And of which he gives many In- 


ſtances from the Hiſtory of the Kings of England and 


other Nations. 


If the Hiſtory of the Hebrew and Chriſtian Church 


be compared, there ſeems to be a very near Re- 
| ſemblance between them, as may appear in the fol- 
lowing Inſtances. \ 


The Hebrews, notwithſtanding their long and cru- 


el Oppreſſions in Egypt, and the many Attempts to 
deſtroy them, yet grew, and multiplied exceeding- 


ly; in which State of Servitude they continued a- 


bbve three hundred Years. 

Phe Chriſtian Church was, for above three hun- 

dred Years cruelly haraſs'd, arid perſecuted both by 
Jews and Gentiles; the whole Power of the Roman 

Empire in vain attempting by cruel Torments and 


| Perſecutions to extirpate Chriſtianity: But the Pri- 
mitive Chriſtians, being endued with a Divine Forti- 
rude, triumph'd over all the Rage and Power of their 


Enemies, ſo that the Blood of the Martyrs became 
the Seed of the Church, which was planted in all 
Parts of the Roman Empire. 

The Iraelites being put into the Poſſeſſion of che 


Land of Canaan; ſoon after Toſbua's Death fell into 
thoſe Idolatries and other retten, for which the 
Canaanites were extirpated. 


The Emperor Conſtantine having embraced Chri- 
ſtianity, became not only the Protector of the Chri- 


ſtians, but endowed the Church with great Riches. 
What Influence this had upon the Clergy, appeared! 


forced to call a General Council to put a Stop to tie 


Arian Hereſy, which (though ſuppreſſed for a Time) 


was revived in the Time 'Se his Son and Succeſſor 


Conſtantius, who became a moſt virulent Perſecutor, 
and too many of the Eccleſiaſticks became the great 
Promoters of this Hereſy and Perſecurion. 

This 22 Hereſy of denying the Lord that 
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2 The InTxopucTion. 
bought them, having diffuſed itſelf over moſt of the 
Aſian and African Churches, the ſwift Deſtruction 
which was foretold by St. Peter, was brought upon 
them by the Saracens, who in a ſhort Time over-run 
the greateſt part of Aſia and Africa, deſolated their 
Cities, deſtroyed their Churches, and laid waſte ma- 
ny fruitful Countries; ſo that in many Reſpects, there 


ſeems to be a great Reſemblance between the Cala- 


mities that fell upon the ten Tribes by the AHrians, 


and thoſe that were brought upon the Chriſtian 


Church by the Saracens. 55 

The two Tribes which remained (who, notwithſtan- 
ing all the Calamities that came upon the ten Tribes, 
and the many Warnings they had given them from 


Heaven by ſeveral Prophets, would not be reclaim'd 


from their Fondneſs for Idols) were carried Captive 


to Babylon, their Temple plundered and burnt, their | 


Cities, and Countrey laid deſolate. The Parallel, to 
which is the State of the remaining part of the Ea- 


tern or Greek Churches, into which the groſſeſt Ido- 


latries were introduc'd under Chriſtian Names; and 


ſo obſtinate were the Eccleſiaſtics in carrying on this 


| Impiety, that notwithſtanding all the Attempts that 
were made by fome of the Greek Emperors to ſuppreſs 


Idolatry, it was not only openly profeſs'd, but avow'd 


and eſtabliſh'd in the Greek and Latin Churches. 
This was ſoon followed by the terrible Vengeance 
that fell upon the Greek Empire and Churches, by 


the Turks, who took Conſtantinople the Capital City 


of the Empire; in the Siege and Sacking of which, 


are many Circumſtances which very much reſemble the 


Calamities that befel the Jews in the Siege and ta- 


king ot Jeriſalem. But this Suggeſtion is ſubmitted 


to the Conſideration of thoſe who are more vers'd in 
Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory than I pretend to be. 


| What is to be the Fate of the Myſtical Babylon, 


and the Antichriſtian Empire, by whoſe Idolatries, 


| Impieties and Tyranny the Church has been ſo lang 


polluted 
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1 45 and oppreſs'd, is very expreſly foretold 


oth by the "Api les and Prophets; ſo that although 


this Empire has had a longer Continuance than SI 


the four other great Monarchies, yet there is all the 
Reaſon to believe that the Myſtical Ho will fall 


and be no more. 


I am ſenſible that this Attempt of comparing the 


Holy Scriptures may by ſome be thought a needleſs 


Undertaking, ſince there are ſo many References in 


the Margin of the greater Bibles; but many of them 


relate only to Words of the ſame Signification; and 
beſides, how few of thoſe who have them, will be 


at the Pains of turning from one end of the Bible o 


the other to compare them? 
I have endeavour'd to keep the Hiſtorical Part en- 


tire, but have omitted many Chapters relating to the 


ticular Laws and Cuſtoms of the {/raelites, infert- 


I ing chiefly ſuch as are referred to in the New Tefta- 
ment, and other Parts of the Scripture. 


The Hiſtory of their Kings contained in the Books 


of Samuel, Kings and Chronicles are abſtracted, only 


inſerting thoſe Chapters out of theſe Books where the 
ſame Matters of Facts are moſt fully related; in ma- 
ny Places the Contents only are inſerted, ſo that the 


Chapters at length may be eaſily found and turn 


ed to. To which is added ſome part of the Book of 
. and Daniel, which contain the Relation of 
acts not expreſs'd elſewhere. 
Though the Holy Scripture inſtructs us in all Things 
neceſſary to our everlaſting Salvation, and affords 
the greateſt Comfort and Support in our Paſſage to 


it, yet ſuch is the Pride and Perverſeneſs of fame 
Men, that they chuſe to be guided by their own weak 
| Reaſon, rather than ſubmit to the Direction of the 


Divine Revelation. Bur it 1s no Wonder that thoſe 


who are indulging their vicious Inclinations, ſhould 


hate, that Light, which not only reproves, but de- 
nounces

nounces eternal Vengeance againſt all Ungodlinefs 
and Unrighteouſneſs Ties. * ä 
The Reaſoning upon Righteouſneſs and Judgments 
to come, by a Priſoner at the Bar, threw once a 
Roman Governor into a Fit of Trembling; it is from 
theſe Pangs that Men of vicious Lives are endea- 
vouring to ſkreen themſelves by Infidelity, and the 
Hopes that their Souls and Bodies will expire toge- 
ther; and this is the Opiate, upon which their fan- 
cy'd Happineſs depends. . 8 
It is too apparent, that Infidelity is become the 
faſhionable Viee of this Age; but I am perſuaded no- 
thing can more effectually tend to the putting a Stop 
to it, than the pious Care which you take of the 
Charity-Schools, where Children are taught both to 
believe, and do as the Goſpel requires. 2 
lf the Harmony of the Holy Scriptures which 
I have attempted to make, and am very ſenſible is 
here imperfectly perform'd, (for I do not pretend to 
Criticiſm ;) ſhall by the Bleſſing of the Almighty be 
of the leaſt Uſe, either in giving Encouragement to 
any to read the —_— with Attention, or ſhall 
afford them any Aſſiſtance in the right Underſtand- 
ing of them, ſo that they may take Delight in the 
Law of God, and meditate therein Day and Night, 
my Labour will be fully recompenſed; for the very 
Searchies into theſe Treaſures of Divine Wiſdom and 
Knowledge, afford ſuch Delights as are not eaſily-ro

If it ſhall pleaſe the Almighty to prolong my Life, 
I will endeavour to purſue the ſame Method in Rela- 
tion to the P/a/ms and the New Teſtament, in which 1 
have made ſome Progreſs.

agitated with perpetual Di/quietudes , when the 
Word of God, and the Experience of all Ages aſſure 
us, that the Wicked are like the troubled Sea, never 
at Reſt ? 

Are theſe then the Perſons we are to envy? Are 
theſe they we are to emulate? And being forgetful 
of our Immortal Souls, and our Duty to our Hea- 
venly Father, ſhall we chuſe to live with them wick- 

edly, to die miſerably, and to be tormented hereat- 
ter in unquenchable Flames? - 
| You meet, no doubt, continually with innume- 
rable Impediments, in running that Race which 
leads to the Prize of Eternal Bliſs ; and which with- 
out great Care will hardly be ſurmounted.

But amongſt all theſe the moſt deſtructive Peſt i is 
the Lives and Converſations of thoſe who, under 
the Prince of Darkneſs their Ruler, are wholly em- 
ployed in ridiculing and deſtroying all Principles of 
Religion and Virtue, fighting under the Banner of 
Death and Hell, againſt God and his Cbhriſt.

dition. Certainly it is the Height of Madneſs not to 


believe the Goſpel, the Truth of which the Blood 


of Martyrs hath teſtified, the Apoſtles have preach- 
ed, Miracles proved, Reaſon confirmed, the Ele- 


ments declared, and the Devils confeſſed. 


But far greater is that Madneſs, if not doubting 


of the Truth of the Goſpel, we live as if we were 
ſatisfied of the Falſeneſs of it. If it is true, that a co- 


vetous Man ſhall not enter the Kingdom of Heaven, 
why are we ſo anxiouſly heaping up Riches? If it is 


true, that we are to ſeek Glory from God and not 
from Men, why are we fo ſolicitous for their Ap- 


plauſe? What ſhall I ſay more, there are indeed ma- 
ny that are called Chriſtians, but few are ſo in 
Reality. 

Do you endeavour to enter in at the ſtrait Gate, 


and not regard what others dos but what * to 


be done. : 
For neither will your Glory be leſs, if you are hap- 
y with a few, nor your Puniſhment leſſened by the 


Multitude of Fellow-ſufferers. 


There are two Remedies againſt the Allurements 


of the World and the Devil, which may be always 
preſent with you, namely, Charity and Prayer; for 
what can we do without the Aſiſtance of God, or how 


will he aſſiſt us aninvoked, and invoked how will he 
hear us, who regard not the Cries of the Needy? It 
is written, with what Meaſure thou meteſt, it * be 
meaſured to thee again. 

When I exhort you to Prayer, I do not mean long 
b 2 Prayers,

Prayers, e n ome from the Seerets of the 
Heart, which are only acceptable to God. 

Be not concerned how long, but how ardent your 
Prayer is, rather interrupted by Sighs, than con- 
tinued. 

I you Deſire to be pleaſing to God, and to be 
for ever happy, let no Day paſs without approaching 
the Throne of God, by humble Prayer, through the 
Taterceſſion of Chriſt Feſus our Redeemer ; not with the 
Lips only, but with all the Affections of your Soul: 
Cry out with the Royal Prophet, Remember not the 
Sins of my Youth, but according to thy Mercy remember 
me for thy Goodneſs Sake, O Lord. 

I make it my humble __ to you, that you 
would not fail to read the Holy Scriptures Night and 


Morning with great Attention; for as it is our Duty

have never yet been reſtored; Whic 


Diſperſion has now laſted above 2400 


Years. 

Ah, The Kingdom of Fudah con- 
tinued under rhe Reign of their ſe- 
veral Kings for more than 100 Yearg . 
after the Captivity of the Ten Tribes z 
in which Time it pleaſed Gop to raiſe 
up ſeveral Prophets, who all fore- 
warned them of the Calamities that 
were to come pon them for their 
great Impieties. But ſo mad were 
they upon their Idols, that in the 
Time of Manaſſeh and other Kings, 
the Temple itſelf was polluted with 
the Idolatry af the Gent:/es 3 and both 
Prince and People were ſo obſtinate 
in their Impieties, that they mur- 
dered their Prophets, and deſpiſed all 
their Threatnings, till they were car- 
ried Captive to Babylon by the Chal- 
deans, who deſolated their City, burnt 
their Temple, and laid waſte the 
whole Countrey.

5 I ſent Moſes alſo and Aaron, and I plagued Egypt, 
according to that which I did amongſt them : and afterward 
I brought you out. 

6 And I brought your Fathers out of Egypt: and you 
came unto the Sea, and the Egyptians purſued after your 
Fathers with Chariots and Horſemen unto the Red Sea. 

7 And when they cried unto the LoRD, he put Dark- 
neſs between you and the Egyptians, and brought the Sea 
upon them, and covered them; and your Eyes have ſeen 
what I have done in Egypt and ye dwelt in the Wilder- 
neſs a long Seaſon. 

8 And I leought you into the Land of the Amorites 


which dwelt on the other fide Jordan; and they fought with 


you : and I gave them into your Hand, that ye might — 


{eſs their Land, and I deſtroyed them from before you. 


g Then Balak the Son of Zippor King of Moab, aroſe 
and warred againſt Iſrael, and ſent and called Balaam the 
Son of Beor to curſe you: 

10 But I would not hearken unto Balaam, therefore he 
bleſſed you ſtill : ſo I delivered you out of his Hand. 

11 And ye went over Jordan, and came unto Jericho: 
and the Men of Jericho fought againſt you, the Amorites, 
and the Perizzites, and the Canaanites, and the Hittites, 
and the Girgaſhites, the Hivites, and the Jebuſites, and I 
delivered them into your Hand. 

12 And I ſent the Hornet before you, which drave them 
out from before you, even the two Kings of the Amorites : 
but not with thy Sword, nor with thy Bow. 

13 And I have given you a Land for which ye did not 
labour, and Cities which ye built not, and ye dwell in 
them : of the Vineyards, and Olive-yards which ye planted 
not, do ye eat. 

14 Now therefore, FEAR the LorD, and SERVE HIM in 
SINCERITY and in TRUTH, and put away the Gods which 
your Fathers ſerved on the other fide of the Flood, and in 
Egypt: and ſerve ye the Lord. 8 

15 2 And if it ſeem Evil - P/al. cxix. 106 1 have ſworn and 
unto you to ſerve the Losp, I will perform it, that I will xxx thy 
chuſe you this D ay „ dee Ridurrous Junchtxxrs, 
you will ſerve, whether the Gods "ou your Fathers ſerved, 

{ that 
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that were on the other fide of the Flood, or the Gods of 
the Amorites, in whoſe Land ye dwell : but as for ME and 
My Hovuse, WE will sERVE the LoxR D. | 
16 And the People anſwered and faid, Gon forbid that 
we ſhould forſake the LorD, to ſerve other Gods. 

17 For the Lord our Gop he it is that brought us up, 
and our Fathers out of the Land of Egypt, from the Houſe 
of Bondage, and which did thoſe great Signs in our fight, 
and preſerved us in all the Way wherein we went, and a- 
mong all the People through whom we paſled. 

18 And the Lord drove out from before us all the Peo- 
ple, even the Amorites which dwelt in the Land : therefore 

will we alſo ſerve the Lok, for he is our Gop. 

19 d And Joſhua faid unto * pe. i. 16 As it is written, Be 
the People, Ye cannot ſerve ye oty, for 1 am noty. | 
the Lord ; for he is an Ho- oy ws ey nn _ 
Ly Gop: he is a JEALOUS 
God, he will not forgive your Tranſgreſſions, nor your 
Sins. 

20 If ye bebte the Lox, and ferve ſtrange Gods, then 
he will turn and do you Hurt, and conſume | you after that 
he hath done you Good, 

21 And the People * unto Joſhua, Nay, but we wil 
ſerve the Lon. 

22 And Joſhua ſaid unto the People, Ye are Witneſles 
againſt yourſelves, that you have choſen you the Lokp to 
ſerve him. And they faid, We are Witneſſes. 

23 Now therefore put away ( faid he) the ſtrange Gods 
which are among you, and incline your Heart unto the 
Loxp Gop of Ifrael. 

24 And the People faid unto | Joſhua, The Lozp our 
 Gop will we ſerve, and his Voice'will we obey. | 

25 So Joſhua made a Coyenant with the People that Day, 
and ſet them a Statute and in Ordinance in Shechem. 

26 And Joſhua wrote theſe Words in the Book of the 
Law of Gop, and took a great Stone, and ſet it up there 
under an Oak, that was by the Sanctuary of the Loxp. 

27 And Joſhua faid unto all the People, Behold, This 

Stone ſhall be a Witneſs unto us ;- for it hath heard al the 
Words of the Lord which he ſpake unto us: it ſhall be 
therefore a Witneſs unto you, left ye deny your Gop. 

28 So Joſhua let the People depart, every Man unto his 
Inheritance. 


29 And 


29 And it came to paſs after theſe Things, that Joſhua 
the Son of Nun, the Servant of the Lord died, being an 


hundred and ten Years old. 


30 And they buried him in the Border of his Inheritance 
in Timnath-ſerah, which is in Mount Ephraim, on the 
North-fide of the Hill of Gaaſh. 

31 And Iſrael ſerved the Lord all the Days of Joſhua, 5 


and all the Days of the Elders that overlived Joſhua, and 


which had known all the Works of the LorD that he had 
done for Iſrael. 
32 And the Bones of Joſeph, which the Children of I- 


nel brought up out of Egypt, buried they in Shechem; in 


a parcel of Ground which Jacob bought of the Sons of Ha- 
mor the Father of Shechem, for an hundred Pieces of Sil- 
ver ; and it became the Inheritance of the Children of Jo- 
ſeph. 

33 And Eleazar the Son of Awon died, and they buried 
him in a Hill that pertained to Phinehas his Son, which was 
given him in Mount Ephraim.

3 And they faid, If you ſend away the Ark of the Goy 
of Iſrael, ſend it not empty; but in any wiſe return him 
a Treſpaſs-offering : then ye ſhall be healed, and it ſhall be 
known to you, why his Hand is not removed from you. 

4 Then ſaid they, What ſhall be the Treſpaſs-offering 
which we ſhall return to him? They anſwered, Five golden 
Emerods, and five golden Mice, according to the Number 
of the Lords of the Philiſtines : for one Plague was on you 
all, and on your Lords. 

5 Wherefore ye ſhall make Images of your Emerods, 

and Images of your Mice that mar the Land, and ye ſhall 
give glory unto the Gop of Iſrael : peradventure he will 
lighten his Hand from off you, and from off your Gods, 
and from off your Land. 
6 Wherefore then do ye HARDEN your Hears, as the 
. EcvyeTIans and PHRARAOH HARDNED their Hears ? 
when he had wrought wonderfully among them, did they 
not let the People go, and they departed ? 

7 Now therefore make a new Cart, and take two Milch- 
kine on which there hath come no Yoke, and tie the Kine 
to the Cart, and bring their Calves home from them. 

8 And take the Ark of the Lorp, and lay it upon the 
Cart, and put the Jewels of Gold which ye return him for 


a Treſpaſs-offering, in a Coffer by the fide thereof, and ſend 


it away, that it may go. 

9 And ſee, if it goeth up by the way of his own Coaſt 
to Beth-ſhemeſh, then he hath done us this great Evil : but 
if not, then we ſhall know that it is not his Hand that 

{mote us; it was a Chance that happened to 86 
10 And the Men did fo. 

12 And the Kine took the ſtraight Way to the Way of 
Beth-ſhemeſh, and went along the Highway, lowing as they 
went; and the Lords of the Philiſtines went after them un- 
to the Border of Beth-ſhemeſh. 

13 And they of Beth-ſhemeſh were reaping their Wheat 
harveſt in the Valley: and they lifted up ther Eyes, and 
ſaw the Ark, and rejoyced to ſee it. 

14 And the Cart came into the Field of Joſhua a Beth- 
 ſhemite, and ſtood there, where there was a great Stone: 
and they clave the Wood of the Cart, and offered the Kine 
a Burnt-offeving unto the Loxp. 


15 And 
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15 And the Levites took down the Ark of the Lord, and 
the Coffer that was with it, wherein the Jewels of Gold 
were, and put them on the great Stone : and the Men of 
Beth-ſhemeſh offered Burnt-offerings, and facrificed Sacri- 
fices the ſame Day unto the Lorp. 

16 And when the five Lords of the Philiſtines had ſeen 
it, they returned to Ekron the fame Day. 

17 And theſe are the golden Emerods which the Phili- 
tines returned for a Treſpaſs-offering unto the Loxp; for 
Aſhdod one, for Gaza one, for Aſkelon one, for Gath 
one, for Ekron one. | 

18 And the golden Mice, according to the Number of all 


the Cities of the Philiſtines belonging to the five Lords, 


both of fenced Cities, and of Country Villages, even unto 

the great Stone of Abel, whereon they ſet down the Ark of 
the LoR D: which Stone remaineth unto this Day, in the 
Field of Joſhua the Beth-ſhemite. _ 

19 And he ſmote the Men of Beth-ſhemeſh, becauſe they 
looked into the Ark of the Lorp, even he ſmote of the 
People fifty thouſand and threeſcore and ten Men : and the 
People lamented, becauſe the Lorp had ſmitten many of 
the People with a great Slaughter. 

20 And the Men of Beth-ſhemeſh ſaid, Who is able to 
ſtand before this KoLy LORD Gop ? and to whom ſhall he 
go up from us? 

21 And they ſent Meſſengers to the Inhabitants of Kir- 
jath-jearim, ſaying, The Philiſtines have brought again the 
Ark of the Lox D; come ye down, and fetch it up to you.

Cubits was the Length thereof, according to the Breadth of 
of the Houſe; and ten Cubits was the Breadth thereof be- 
fore the Houſe. 
4 And for the Houſe he made Windows of narrow Lights. 
5 And againſt the Wall of the Houſe he built Chambers 
round about, againſt the Walls of the Houſe round about, 
both of the Temple, and of the Oracle : and he made 
Chambers round about. 
6 The nethermoſt Chamber was five Cubits broad, and 
the middle was x Cubits broad, and the third was Cabin 
ubits 


Reign over Iſrael, in the Month Zif, 
which is the ſecond Month, that he began to build the Houſe

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Cubits broad : for without in the Wall of the Houſe he made 
narrowed Reſts round about, that the Beams ſhould not be

there was neither Hammer, nor Ax, nor any Tool of Iron 
heard in the Houſe while it was in building. | 

8 The Door for the middle Chamber was in the Right 
fide of the Houſe : and they went up with winding Stairs 
into the middle Chamber, and out of the middle into the 
third. 

9 So he built the Houſe and finiſhed it; and covered the 
Houſe with Beams and Boards of Cedar. | 

10 And then he built Chambers againſt all the Houſe, 
hve Cubits high : and they reſted on the Houſe with Tim- 
ber of Cedar. 

11 And the Word of the Loxp came to Solomon, ſay-

VENANT of the LorD, out of the City of David, which is 
Z10N. 

2 And all the Men of Iſrael aſſembled themſelves unto 
King Solomon, at the Feaſt in the Month Ethanim, which 
is the ſeventh Month. 

3 And all the Elders of 1frael n and the Priefts took 
up the ARK. | 
4 And they brought up the Ark of the Loxkp, and the 

Tabernacle of the Congregation, and all the holy Veſſels 
that were in the Tabernacle. 

5 And King Solomon, and all the Congregation of Iirael, 
that were aſſembled unto him, were with him before the 
Ark, facrificing Sheep, and Oxen, that could not be told 
nor numbered for multitude. 

6 And the Prieſts brought in the ARK of the Covenant 
of the Lord unto his Place, into the ORacre of the Houſe 
to the moſt ory Prace, even under the Wings of the 
CHERUBIMS. 

7 For the Cherubims ſpread forth their two Wings over 
the Place of the ARE, and the Cherubims covered the ARK, 
and the Staves thereof above. 

9 There was nothing in the Axk fave the two Ta BLES 
of STONE which Moses put there at Horeb, when the 
Lord made a CovenAanT with the Children of Ifſrael, 
when they came out of the Land of Egypt. 

10 And it came to paſs when the Prieſts were come out 
of the Holy Place, that the CLouD filled the Hovuse of 
the Losp.

5 And he faid unto them, Depart yet for three Days, 
then come again to me. And the People departed. 

6 And King Rehoboam conſulted with the old Men that 
ſtood before Solomon his Father, while he yet lived, and 
ſaid, How do you adviſe, that I may anſwer this People? 

7 And they ſpake unto him, ſaying, If thou wilt be 2 
Servant unto this People this Day, and wilt ſerve them, 
and anſwer them, and ſpeak good Words to them, then 
they will be thy Servants for ever. 

8 But he forſook the Counſel of the old Men, which 
they had given him, and conſulted with the young Men that 
were grown up with him, and which ſtood before him :

4 — the Life of theſe fifty thy Servants be precious in thy 


14 Behold, there came Fire down from Heaven, and 


burnt up the two Captains of the former fifties, with their 
fifties : therefore let my Life now be precious in thy fight. 

15 And the Angel of the Lord faid unto Elijah, Go 
down with him, be not afraid of him. And he raſe, and 
went down with him unto the King. 

16 And he faid unto him, Thus faith the Loxp, Foraſ- 
much as thou haſt ſent Meſſengers to enquire of Baalzebub 
the God of Ekron (is it not becauſe there is no God in I 

rael to enquire of his Word?) therefore thou ſhalt not come 
down off the Bed on which thou art gone up, but ſhalt

17 So he died, according to the Word of the Loo 
Which Elijah had ſpoken : and Jehoram reigned in his ſtead, 
in the ſecond Year of Jehoram the Son of Jehoſhaphat King 
of Judah; becauſe he had no Son.

Ver. N OW Jehoram the Son of Ahab began to reign 
over Iſrael in Samaria, the eighteenth Year of 
Jehoſhaphat King of Judah, and reigned twelve Years. 
2 And he wrought Evil in the fight of the Loxp, but 
not like his Father, and like his Mother; for he put away 
the Image of Baal that his Father had made. 


3 Nevertheleſs, he cleaved unto the Sins of Jeroboam the 


Son of Nebat, which made Iſrael to fin; he departed not 
therefrom. | | 

4 And Meſha King of Moab was a Sheep-maſter, and 
rendred unto the King of Iſrael an hundred thouſand Lambs, 
and an hundred thouſand Rams, with the Wool. 

5 But it came to paſs when Ahab was dead, that the King 
of Moab rebelled againſt the King of Iſrael. 

6 And King Jehoram went out of Samaria the ſame time, 
and numbred all Iſrael. 88 

7 And he ſent to Jehoſhaphat the King of Judah, ſay- 


ing, The King of Moab hath rebelled againſt me: wilt 


thou go with me againſt Moab to Battle? And he faid, I 
will go up : I am as thou art, my People as thy People, and 
my Horſes as thy Horſes. 

$ And he faid, Which Way ſnall we go up? And he 
anſwered, The Way through the Wilderneſs of Edom. 

9 So the King of Iſrael went, and the King of Judah, 
and the King of Edom : and they fetched a Compaſs of ſe- 
ven Days Journey : and there was no Water for the Hoſt, 
and for the Cattle that followed them. | 

10 And the King of Iſrael faid, Alas, that the Lorp hath 
called theſe three Kings together, to deliver them into the

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11 But Jehoſhaphat faid, Is there not here a Prophet of 
the Lon, that we may enquire of the Lorp by him?

2 And Eliſha ſaid unto her, What ſhall I do for thee?

3 Then he ſaid, Go borrow thee Veſſels abroad of alt 
thy Neighbours, even empty Veſlels, borrow not a few.

40 So they poured out for the Men to eat: and it came 
to paſs as they were eating of the Pottage, that they cried 
out, and ſaid, O thou Man of God, there is Death in the 
Pot : and they could not eat thereof. 

41 But he ſaid, Then bring Meal: and he caſt it into 
the Pot; and he faid, Pour out for the People, that they 
may eat : and there was no Harm in the Pot. 

42 And there came a Man from Baal-ſhaliſha, and brought 
the Man of Gop Bread of the Firſt-fruits, twenty Loaves 
of Barley, and full Ears of Corn in the Huſk thereof : and 
he ſaid, Give unto the People, that they may eat.

- , were in Iiſtael in the time of Eliſeus 
Captain of the the Prophet : and none of them was 


Hot of the King of Syria, cleanſed, ſaving Naaman the Sv- 
was a great Man with his xx. 

Maſter, and honourable, becauſe by him the Lorp had gl- 
ven Deliverance unto Syria : he was alſo a mighty Man in 
Valour, but he was a LEPER. 

2 And the Syrians had gone out by . and had 
brought away Captive out of the Land of Iſrael, a little 
Maid, and ſhe waited on Naaman's Wife. 

3 And ſhe faid unto her Miſtreſs, Would Gop my Lord 
were with the Prophet that is in Samaria : for he would re- 
cover him of his Leproſy. 

4 And one went in, and told his Lord, ſaying, Thus 
and thus ſaid the Maid that is of the Land of Iſrael. | 

And the King of Syria ſaid, Go, and I will ſend a Let- 
ter unto the King of Iirael. And he departed, and took 
with him ten Talents of Silver, and fix thouſand pieces of 
Gold, and ten Changes of Raiment. 

6 And he brought the Letter to the King of Iſrael, fay- | 


ing, Now when this Letter is come unto "thee, behold, I 


have therewith ſent Naaman my Servant to thee, that thou 
mayeſt recover him of his Leproſy. 

7 And it came to paſs when the King of Iſrael had read 
the Letter, that he rent his Cloaths, and ſaid, Am I Gop, 
to kill and to make alive, that this Man doth fend unto me 
to recover a Man of his Leproſy? wherefore confider, I 
pray you, and ſee how he ſeeketh a Quarrel againſt me. 

8 And when Eliſha heard that the King of Iſrael had 
rent his Cloaths, he ſent to the King, faying, Wherefore | 
haſt thou rent thy Cloaths? let him come now to me, and 
he ſhall know, that there is a PRoyHET in Iſrael. | 

9 So Naaman came with his Horſes, and with his Cha- 


riot, and ſtood at the Door of the Houſe of Eliſha. 


10 And Eliſha ſent a Meſſenger unto him, faying, Go 
and waſh in Jordan ſeven times, and thy Fleſh ſhall come 
again unto thee, and thou ſhalt be clean. | 

11 But Naaman was wroth, and went away, and faid, 
Behold, I thought, * will ſurel come out to me, and

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| ſtand, and call on the Name of the Lord his Gor, and 

ſtrike his Hand over the Place, and recover the Leper. 
12 Are not Abana and Pharpar, Rivers of Damaſcus, 
better than all the Waters of Iſrael? may I not waſh in them 
and be clean? So he turned, and went away in a Rage. 

13 And his Servants came near, and ſpake unto him, and 
ſaid, My Father, If the Prophet had bid thee do ſome great 
Thing, wouldſt thou not have done it? how much rather 
then, when he ſaith to thee, Waſh and be clean ? 

14 Then went he down, and dipped himſelf ſeven times 
in Jordan, according to the Saying of the Man of Gon:

17 And Naaman ſaid, Shall thaw not then, I pray thee, 
be given to thy Servant two Mules Burden of Earth? for 
thy Servant will henceforth offer neither Burnt-offering, nor 
Sacrifice unto other Gods, but unto the Lomb. 

18 In this Thing the Lokxp pardon thy Servant, that 
when my Mafter goeth into the Houſe of Rimmon to wor- 
ſhip there, and he leaneth on my Hand, and I bow myſelf 
in the Houſe of Rimmon : when I bow down myſelf in the 


Houſe of Rimmon, the Loxp pardon thy Servant in this

19 And he ſaid unto him, Go in Peace. 80 he departed 


from him a little way. 
20 But Gehazi the Servant of Eliſha the Man of Gon, 
ſaid, Behold, my Maſter hath ſpared Naaman this Syrian, 
in not receiving at his Hands that which he brought: but as 
the Lok liveth, I will run aſter him, and take ſomewhat 
of him. 

21 80 Gehazi followed after Naaman : and when Na 
man faw him running after him, he lighted down from the 
Chariot to meet him, and faid, Is all well ? 

22 And he faid, All is well : my Mafter hath ſent me, 
ſay ing, Behold, even now there be come to me from Mount

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Ephraim two young Men of the Sons of the Prophets : give 
them, I pray thee, a Talent of Silver, and two Changes of 
Garments. 

23 And Naaman faid, Be content, take two Talents. 
And he urged him, and bound two Talents of Silver in two 
Bags, with two Changes of Garments, and laid them upon 

two of his Servants, and they bare them before him. 

24 And when he came to the Tower, he took them from 
their Hand, and beſtowed them in the Houſe ; and he let 
the Men go, and they departed. 

25 But he went in, and ſtood before his Maſter : And 


Eliſha faid unto him, Whence comeſt thou, Gehazi? And 


he ſaid, Thy Servant went no whither. 

26 And he faid unto him, Went not mine Heart with 
thee, when the Man turned again from his Chariot to meet 
thee? is it a Time to receive Money, and to receive Gar- 
ments, and Olive-yards, and Vineyards, and Sheep, and 
Oxen, and Men-ſervants, and Maid- ſervants ? 

27 The Leproſy therefore of Naaman ſhall cleave unto 


thee, and unto thy Seed for ever. And he went out from 8 


his Preſence a Leper as white as Snow.

30 The King 3 to lay Eliſha. 
'Ver.t A ND the Sons of the Prophets faid unto Eliſha, 


Behold now, the Place where we dwell with thee 


is too ſtrait for us. 

2 Let us go, we pray thee, unto Jordan, and take thence 
every Man a Beam, and let us make us a Place there where 
we may dwell. And he anſwered, Go ye. | 

3 And one faid, Be content, I pray thee, and go with 
thy Servants. And he anſwered, I will go. 

4 So he went with them. And when they came to Jor- 
dan, they cut down Wood. | 

5 But as one was 5 a Beam, the Ax-head fell into 

the

tie Water: and he cried, and ſaid, Alas Maſter, for it was 
borrowed. 

6 And the Man of Gop faid, Where fell it? And he 
ſhewed him the Place. And he cut down a Stick, and caſt 
it in thicker, and the Iron did ſwim. : 

7 Therefore faid he, Take it up to thee. And he put 
out his Hand, and took it. 

8 Then the King of Syria warred ind Iſrael, and took 
Counſel with his Servants, faying, In ſuch and ſuch a Place 

ſhall be my Camp. 
9 And the Man of Gop ſent unto the King of Iſrael, 
ſaying, Beware that thou paſs not ſuch a Place; for thither 
the Syrians are come down. 

10 And the King of Iſrael ſent to the Place which the 
Man of Gop told him, and warned him of, and ſaved him- 
ſelf there, not once nor twice.

| ſend and fetch him. And it was told him, ſaying, Behold 
he is in Dothan. 

14 Therefore ſent he thither Horſes, and Chariots, and 
a great Hoſt : and they came by Night, and compaſſed the 
City about. 

15 And when the Servant of the Man of Gon was riſen 
early and gone forth, behold, an Hoſt compaſled the City, 
both with Horſes, and Chariots : and his Servant ſaid unto 
him, Alas, my Maſter, how ſhall we do? 

16 And he anſwered, Fear not : for they that be with us; 
are more than they that be with them.

ſee. And the Lord opened _ 74 Are they not all wmirane 


the Eyes of the young Man, Srurrs, ſent forth to miniſter for 


them who ſhall be Hzizs of SaLva- 


and he ſaw : and behold, the rT1os. 
Mountain was full of Horſes, and 2 of FiRE round 


about ELIs Ha. 8 „ 
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18 And when they came down to kim, Eliſha prayed un- 
to the LomD, and ſaid, Smite this People, I pray thee, with 
Blindneſs. And he ſmote them with Blindneſs, according 
to the Word of Eliſha. 

19 And Eliſha faid unto them, This is not the Way, 
neither is this the City : follow me, and I will bring you 
to the Man whom ye ſeek. But he led them to Samaria. 

20 And it came to paſs, when they were come into Sa- 
maria, that Eliſha ſaid, LorD, open the Eyes of theſe Men 
that they may ſee. And the Lord opened their Eyes, and 
they ſaw, and behold, they were in the mids of Samnria. 

21 And the King of Ifrael ſaid unto Eliſha, when he ſaw 
them, My Father, ſhall I ſmite them? ſhall I ſmite them? 

22 And he anſwered, Thou ſhalt not ſmite them: wouldſt 
thou ſmite thoſe whom thou haſt taken Captive with thy 
Sword, and with thy Bow? ſet Bread and Water before 
them that they may eat and drink, and go to their Maſter. 
23 And he prepared great Proviſion for them: and when 
they had eaten and drunk, he ſent them away, and they 
went to their Maſter. So the Bands of Syria came no more 
into the Land of Iſrael. 

24 And it came to paſs after this, that Benhadad K ng 
of Sytia gathered all his Hoſt, and went up, and beſicgel 
Samaria.

2 And he had Brethren the Sons of Jehoſhaphat, A3 
riah, and Jehiel, and Zechariah, and Azariah, and Micha- 
el, and Shephatiah: all theſe were the Sons of Jehoſhaphat 
King of Iſrael. 

3 And their Father gave them — Gifts of Silver and 
of Gold, and of precious Things, with fenced Cities in Ju- 
dah: but the Kingdom pave he to Jehoram, becauſe he was

21 And Joram ſaid, Make ready. And his Chariot was 
made ready. And Joram King of Iſrael, and Ahaziah King 
of Judah went out each in his Chariot, and they went out 
againſt ehu, and met him in the Portion of NazoTa. 

22 And it came to paſs when Joram ſaw Jehu, that he 
faid, Is it PEACE, Jehu?

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4 And he removed the high Places, and brake the Images, 
and cut down the Groves, and brake in pieces the brazen 


Serpent that Moſes had made: for unto thoſe Days the 
Children of Iſrael did burn Incenſe to it : and he called ir 
Nehuſhtan. 

s He truſted in the Lord Gov of Iſrael, ſo that after 
him was none like him among all the Kings of Judah, nor 
any that were before him. 

6 For he clave to the Lorp, and departed not from fol- 
lowing him, but kept his Commandments, which the Lozp 
commanded Moſes. 

7 And the Loxp was with him, and he prof; ered whi- ; 
therſoever he went forth : and he rebelled againſt the King 
of Aſſyria, and ſerved him not. 


2 Cynon. XXIX. 


3 He, in the firſt Year of his Reign, in the firſt Month, 
opened the Doors of the Houſe of the Lonp, and repaired 4 
them. 

4 And he brought i in the Prieſts and the Levites, and ga- 
thered them together into the Eaſt-ftreet. | 

5 And faid unto them, Hear me, ye Levites, fanQify 
now yourſelves, and ſanctify the Houſe of the Lord Gop 
of your Fathers, and carry forth the bd Uthineſs out of the 
holy Place. 

6 For our Fathers have treſpaſſed, and done that which 
is evil in the Eyes of the LoxpD our Gop, and have forfaken 
him, and have turned away their Faces from the Tg 
of the Lord, and turned their Backs. 

7 Alfo they have ſhut up the Doors of the Porch, and 
put out the Lamps, and have not burnt Incenſe, nor offered 
Burnt-offerings in the holy Place, unto the Gop of Iſrael. 

8 Wherefore the Wrath of the Loxn was upon Judah 
and Jeruſalem, and he hath delivered them to Trouble, to 
Aſtoniſnment, and to Hiſſing, as ye fee with your Eyes. 

9 For lo, our Fathers have fallen by the Sword, and our 
Sons and our Daughters, and our Wives are in Captivity for 
this. . + 
10 Now it is in mine Heart to make a PIE wn with 
the Logp Gop of Iſtael, that his fierce Wrath may tun 


away from us. 


11 * Sons, be not now neligent : for the Loxp bath 
choſen 
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| Choſen you to ſtand before him, to ſerve him, that you 
ſhould miniſter unto him, and burn Incenſe. 
12 Then the Levites aroſe : of the Sons of the Koha- 
thites; and of the Sons of Merari ; and of the Gerſhonites; 
— | And of the Sons of Elizaphan; and of che Sons of 
Aſaph; 
* And of the Sons of Heman; and of the Sons of Je- 
duthun. 
15 And they gathered their Brethren, and ſanctified them- 


ſelves, and came according to the Commandment of the 


King, by the Words of the Lonp, to cleanſe the Houſe of 


 _ the Lonv. 


16 And the Prieſts went into the inner Part of the Houſe 
of the Lord to cleanſe it, and brought out all the Unclean- 
neſs that they found in the Temple of the Lox, into the 


Court of the Houſe of the LoxD. And the Levites took it, 


to carry it out abroad unto the Brook Kidron. 

17 Now they began on the firſt Day of the firſt Month 
to ſanctify, and on the eighth Day of the Month came they 

to the Porch of the Lox : ſo they ſanctified the Houſe of 

the Lonxp in eight Days, and in the ſixteenth Day of the 

firſt Month they made an end. | 

18 Then they went in to Hezekiah the King, and faid, 
We have cleanſed all the Houſe of the Loxp, and the Al- 
tar of Burnt-offering, with all the Veſſels thereof. 

19 Moreover, all the Veſſels which King Ahaz in his 
Reign did caſt away in his Tranſgreſhon, have we prepared 
and ſanctified, and behold, they are before the Altar of the 
LorD. 

20 Then Hezekiah roſe early, 
the City, and went up to the ouſe of the Log. 

21 And they brought ſeven Bullocks, and ſeven Rams, 
and ſeven Lambs, and ſeven He-goats, for a Sin-offering for 
the Kingdom, and for the Sanctuary, and for Judah: and 
be commanded the Prieſts, the Sons of Aaron, to offer them 

on the Altar of the Lorp. 

22 $0 they killed the Bullocks and the Rams, and alſo 
the Lambs, they ſprinkled the Blood upon the Altar. 

23 And they brought forth the He-goats for a Sin-of- 
fering, before the King, and the Congregation, and they 
laid their Hands upon them : 

24 * And the Prieſts killed them, and they made Recon-

for the King commanded that the 
Burnt-offering, and the Sin- offering ſhould de made for all 
Iſrael. 

25 And he ſet the Levites in the Houſe of the Lonp, 
with Cymbals, with Pfalteries, and with Harps, according 
to the Commandment of David, and of Gad the King's 
Seer, and Nathan the Prophet : for fo was the Command- 


ment of the Lord by his Prophets. 


26 And the Levites ſtood with the Inſtruments of David, 
and the Prieſts with the Trumpets. 

27 And Hezekiah commanded to offer the Burnt-offeting 
upon the Altar: and when the Burnt-offering began, the 
Song of the Lord began alſo with the Trumpets, and with | 
the Inſtruments ordained by David King of Iſrael. 

28 And all the Congregation worſhipped, and the Singers 
ang, and the Trumpeters founded, and all this continued 
until the Burnt-offering was finiſhed. = 

29 And when they had made an end of offering, the King 
and all that were preſent wn him, bowed themſelves — 


worſhipped. 


30 Moreover; Hezekiah and the Princes commanded the 
Levites to fing Praiſe unto the Lord, with the Words 
of David, and of Aſaph the Seer: and they ſang Praiſes 
with Gladneſs, and they bowed their Heads and worſhip- | 
ped. 

31 And Hezekiah ieee and faid, Now ye have con- 
ſecrated yourſelves unto the Lox D, come near and bring 
dacrifices, and Thank-offerings into the Houfe of the 
Lord: And the Congregation brought in Sacrifices, and 
Thank-offerings, and as many as were of a free Heart, Burnt- 
offerings. 


32 And the Number of the Burnt-offerings which the 


| Congregation brought, was threeſcore and ten Bullocks, an 


hundred Rams, and two hundred Lambs: all _ were for 
a Burnt-offering to the Loxn. 2 
33 And the conſecrated Things were fx bundred 2 
and three thouſand Sheep. 5 
34 But the Prieſts were too few, ſo that they could not

2 For the King had taken Counſel, and his Princes, and 
all the Congregation in . to keep the Paſſover in 
the ſecond Month. 

3 For they could not keep it at that Time, becauſe the 
Pr1EsTs had not SANCTIFIED themſelves ſufficiently, nei- 
ther had the People gathered themſelves together to Jeru- 
falem. 

4 And the Thing pleaſed the King, and all the Congre- 

ation. 

, 5 So they eſtabliſhed a Decree, to make Proclamation 
throughout all Iſrael, from Beer-ſheba even to Dan, that 
they ſhould come to keep the Paſſover unto the LoRD Gop 
of Iſrael at Jeruſalem : for they had not done it of a long 
time in ſuch Sort as it was written. | 

6 $0 the Poſts went with the Letters from the King, and 
his Princes throughout all Iſrael and Judah, and according 
to the Commandment of the King, ſaying, Ye Children of 
Iſrael, turn again unto the Lord Gop of Abraham, Iſaac, 
and Iſrael, and he will return to the Remnant of you, that 
are eſcaped out of the Hand of the Kings of Aſſyria. 

7 And be not ye like your Fathers, and like your Bre- 
thren, which treſpaſſed againſt the LoxD Gop of their 
| Fathers, who therefore gave them up to Deſolation, as ye 
ſee. 8 

8 Now 


ND Hezekiah ſent to all Iſrael and d Judah, and 
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8 Now be ye not ſtiff-necked as your Fathers were, but 
yield yourſelves unto the LorD, and enter into his Sanctu- 


ary, which he hath ſanctified for ever: and ſerve the Loxp 
your Gop, that the Fierceneſs of his Wrath may turn away 
from you. 

9 For if ye turn again unto the Lord, your Brethren, 
and your Children ſhall find Compaſſion before them that 
lead them Captive, ſo that they ſhall come again into this 
Land: for the Loxd your God is gracious and merciful, 
and will not turn away his F ace from you, if ye return unto 


him. 


10 So the Poſts paſſed from City to City, throughaut the 
Countrey of Ephraim and Manafſeh, even unto Zebulun: 
but they laughed them to Scorn, and mocked them. 

11 Nevertheleſs, divers of Aſher and Manafleh, and Ze- 
bulun, humbled themſelves, and came to Jeruſalem. 

12 Alſo in Judah, the Hand of Gop was to give them 
one Heart to do the Commandment of the King and of the 
Princes, by the Word of the Lord. 

13 And there aſſembled at Jeruſalem much People to kevp 
the Feaſt of unleavened Bread in the ſecond Month, a very 
great Congregation.

15 Then they killed the Paſſover on the fourteenth Day 
of the ſecond Month: and the Prieſts and the Levites were 
ASHAMED, and SANCTIFIED themſelves, and brought in 
the Burnt-offerings into the Houſe of the Lord. 

16 And they ſtood in their Places after their Manner, ac- 
cording to the Law of Moses : the Prieſts ſprinkled the 
Blood which they received of the Hand of the Levites. 

17 For there were many in the Congregation that were 
not SANCTIFIED : therefore the Levites had the Charge of 
the killing of the Paſſovers for every one that was not CLEAN, 
to ſanctify them unto the LorD.

20 And the Lord hearkened to Hezekiah, and HEALED 

the People. | 

-: And the Children of Iſrael that were preſent at Jery- 

ſalem, kept the Feaſt of unleavened Bread ſeven Days with 
reat Gladneſs: and the Lerites, and the Prieſts praiſed the 

— Day by Day, linging with loud Inſtruments unto the 

Lorp. 

22 And Hezekiah ſpake comfortably unto all the Leviteg, 
that TAUGHT the good KNOWLEDGE of the Lord : and 
they did cat throughout the Feaſt ſeven Days, offering Peace- 
offering, and making Cox Esso to the Lord Gop of 

their Fathers. 
223 And the whole Aſſembly took Counſel to keep other 
ſeven Days : and they kept other ſeven Days with GLAD- 
NESS. 
24 For Hezekiah did give to the Congregation a thou- 
ſand Bullocks, and ſeven thouſand Sheep; and the Princes 
gave to the Congregation a thouſand Bullocks, and ten thou- 
e Sheep : and a great Number of Prieſts ſanctified them- 
ſelves. 
25 And all the Congregation of Judah, with the Prieſts 
and the Levites, and all the Congregation that came out of 
Iſrael, and the Strangers that came out of the Land of Iſrael, 
and that dwelt in Judah, RE JOYCED. 

26 So there was great Joy in Jeruſalem : for fince the 
Time of SoLomoy there was not the like in Jeruſalem. 
27 Then the Prieſts the Levites aroſe, and BLESSED the 
People: and their Voice was heard, and their PRAYER came 
up to his HOLY Dwelling place, even unto RAP EN.

Judah and Benjamin, in Ephraim alſo and Manaſſeh, until 
they had utterly DESTOYED them all. Then all the Chil- 
dren of Iſrael returned every Man to his Poſſeſſion, into 
their own Cities. 

2 And Hezekiah appointed the Courſes of the Prieſts and 
the Levites after their Courſes, every Man according to his 
Service, the Prieſts and Levites for Burnt-offerings, and for

1t RESTORE, I pray you, to them even this Day, their 
LanDs, their VINEYARDs, their OLive YARDs, and their 
Hovuses, alſo the hundredth Part of the Money, and of the 
Corn, the Winx, and the OQvx, that ye EXacT of them. 

12 Then faid they, We will REsTORE them, and will re- 
quire nothing of them; ſo will we do as thou fayeſt. Then 
I called the PxIESTH8S, and took an Oath of them, that they 
ſhould do according to this Promiſe. 

13 AlfoI ſhook my Lap, and faid, So Gop ſhake out e- 
very Man from his Houſe and from his Labour, that per- 
formeth not this Promiſe, even thus be he ſhaken out, and 
emptied. Andall the Congregation fajd, Amen, and PRAISED 
the Lok. And the People did according to this Promiſe. 

14 Moreover, from the Time that I was appointed to be 


| their GovERNoR, that is twelve Years, I and my Brethren 


have not eaten the Bread of the Governor. 

15 But the former Governors that had been before me, 
were chargeable unto the People, and had taken of them 
Bread and Wine, beſides forty Shekels of Silver, yea even 
their SERVANTS bear RULE OVER the PEOPLE: but so Din 
vor I, becauſe of the FEAR of Gon. 

16 Yea, alſo I continued in the Work of this Wall, nei- 
ther bought we any Land, 


17 Moreover, 
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17 Moreover, there were at my Table an hundred and 
fifty of the Jews and Rulers, beſides thoſe that came unto 
us, from among the Heathen that are about us. 


13 Now that which was prepared for me daily, was one

and once in ten Days, Store of all ſorts of Wine: yet for all 
this required not I the Bread of the Governor, becauſe the

19 Trains upon me, my Gop for Goop, according to 
all that I have done for this People.

2 And Ezra the Prieſt brought the Law before the Gums

3 And he read therein, from the Morning until Mid-day, 
before the Men and the Women, and thoſe that could un- 


derſtand, and the Ears of all the People were attentive unto. 


the Book of the Law. 

4 And Ezra ſtood upon a Pulpit of Wood, which they 
had made for the Purpoſe. 

5 And Ezra opened the Book, and all the People ſtood n_ -. 
- 6 And Ezra BLESSED the,LorRD the GREAT Gop: and 
all the People anſwered Amzn, Amen, with L1FTING up 
their Hands: and they BowED their Heads, and worsnie- 
PED the LorD with their Faces to the Ground. | 

7 Alfo Jeſhua, and others, and the Levites cauſed the 
People to underſtand, the Law : and the People ſtood i in their 
Place. 

8 So they read in the Book, in the Law of Gos bi- 
STINCTLY, and gave the SENSE, and cauſed them to un- 
DERSTAND the Reading. 

'9 And Nehemiah, which is the Tirſhatha, and Ezra the 
Prieſt, the Scribe, and the Levites that taught the People, 
ſaid unto all the People, This Day is yoLy unto the Lorp 

your 
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your Gor, mourn not, nor weep, for all the People wept, 
when they heard the WorDs of the Law. 
10 Then he faid unto them, Go your Way, eat the Fat, 
and drink the Sweet, and ſend Portions unto them for whom 
nothing is prepared: for this Day is hol unto our Loxp: 
neither be you ſorry, for the Joy of the Lord is your 
STRENGTH. 3 | 
I $0 the Levites tilled all the People, faying, Hold 
your Peace, for the Day is Hol v, neither be ye grieved. 
12 And all the People went their Way to eat and to 
drink, and to ſend Portions, and to make great Mirth, be- 
cauſe they had UNDERSTO0D the Words that were declared 
unto them. 5 | oy | | 
13 And on the ſecond Day were gathered together the 
chief of the Fathers of all the People, the Prieſts and the 
Levites, unto Ezra, even to underſtand the Words of the 
Law. 
14 And they found written in the Law which the Lory 
had commanded by Moſes, that the Children of Iſrael ſhould 
dwell in Booths, in the Feaſt of the ſeyenth Month: 

15 And that they ſhould publiſh and proclaim, in all their 
Cities and in Jeruſalem, ſaying, Go forth unto the Mount, 
and fetch Olive, Pine, and Myrtle, and Palm-branches, 
and Branches of thick Trees, to make Booths, as it is 
written. A e c 2 | 

16 So the People went forth and brought them, and made 
themſelves Booths, every one upon the Roof of his Houſe, 
2 in their Courts, and in the Courts of the Houſe of

17 And all the Congregation made Booths, and ſat un- 
der the Booths: for ſince the. Days of Joſhua the Son of 
Nun, unto that Day, had not the Children of Iſrael done 
fo: and there was very great Gladneſs. 

18 Alfa Day by Day, from the firſt Day, unto the laſt 
Day, he read in the Book of the Law of Gon: and they 


kept the Feaſt ſeven Days, and on the eighth Day was a 


ſolemn Aﬀembly, according unto the Manner.

Bani, Kadmiel, Shebaniah, Bunni, Sherebiah, Bani, and

5 And ſaid, Stand up and BLEss the Lozp your Gop 
for ever and ever; and bleſſed be thy GLORIOUS Name, 
which is EXALTED above all BLEssING and PrRAiss. 

6 Thou, even thou art Loxd ALoxE, thou haſt MApR 
Heaven, the Heaven of Hzavens with all their Hosr, 
the EAxTRH and all Things that are therein, the Seas and 
all that is therein, and thou yREsSERVEST them all, and the 
HosT of Heaven woRSHIPPETH thee. 

7 Thou art the Lord the Gop, who didſt chooſe Abra- 
ham, and broughteſt him forth out of Ur of the n | 
and gaveſt him the Name of Abraham: 

8 And foundeſt his Heart faithful before thee, and ma- 
deſt a CovenanT with him, to give the Land of the Ca- 
naanites, the Hittites, the Amorites, and the Perizzites, 
and the' Jebufites, and the Girgaſhites, to give it, I fay, to 

his Seed, and haſt PERFORMED thy Wonps, for thou art 
RIGHTEOUS. 

9 And didſt fee the Afli tion of our Fathers in Egypt, 
and heardeſt their C ry by the red Sea: 

10 And ſhewedſt SiGns and WonDERs, upon Pharaoh, 
and on all his Servants, and on all the People of his Land: 
for thou knoweſt that they dealt proudly againſt them: fo 
didſt thou get thee a Name, as it is at this 

11 And thou didſt divide the Sea before them, fo that 
they went through the midſt of the Sea an the dry Land, 
and their PERSECUTORs thou threweſt into the Deeps, as a 
Stone into the mighty Waters. 

I2 — thou Leber them in the Day by a 
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cLoUDY PILLAR; and in the Night by a PiLLaR of Fire, 
to give them Light in the Way wherein they ſhould go. 

13 Thou cameſt down alfo upon Mount SA, and spA- 
KEST with them from Heaven, and gaveſt them RIGHT 
Judgments, and true BOG good STATUTES and Cou- 
MANDMENTS: —-- 

14 And madeſt known unto them hy HOLY SannArn, 
and commandeſt them Precepts, Statutes, and Laws, by the 
Hand of Moſes thy Servant. 

15 And gaveſt them Ba EAD from Heaven, for their 
Hunger, and broughteſt forth Water for them out of the 
Rock, for their Thirſt, and promiſedſt them that they 
| ſhould go in to ne the Land, which thou hadſt a 
to give them. 

16 But they and our Fathers dealt PROUDLY, and HARD» 

NED their Necks, and HEARKNED not to thy CoMMAND- 
MENTS. 

17 And REFUSED to OBEY, neither were MINDFUL or 
thy WownDeRs that thou didſt among them: but HaRDNED 
their Necks, and in their RRE TIIION appointed a Captain 
to return to their BondAGsz : but thou art a Gon ready to 

PARDON, gracious and merciful, flow to Anger, and of 
great Kindneſs, and FoR$00KEST them not. 

18 Yea, when they had made them a molten Cary, and 
ſaid, This is thy God that brought thee up out of Egypt, 
and had wrought great PRovocATIONs: | 

19 Yet thou in thy MANITOID Mzxcizs FORSOOKEST 
them not in the Wilderneſs: the PII IAR of the CLoup de- 
parted not from them by Day, to lead them in the Way; nei- 
ther the PIILAR of Fin by Night to ſhew them Licur, 
and the Way wherein they ſhould go. 

20 Thou gaveſt alſo thy GOOD SrirIT to INSTRUCT 
them, and withheldeft not thy Manna from their Mouth, 
and gaveſt them Water for their Twins. 

21 Yea, forty Years didſt thou ſuſtain them in the Wil- 
derneſs, ſo — lacked nothing; their CLoTHs waxed 
not Old, and their FxeT SWIIIII not. 

22 Moreover, thou gaveſt them Kinepows and Na- 
TIONs, and didſt divide them into Corners: ſo they poſſeſſed 
| the Land of Sihon, and the Land of the King of f Heſhbon, 

and the Land of Og King of Baſhan. 

23 Their Children alſo muLTIPLIEDST thou as the 
Ir o& Heaven, and 2 them into the Land, con- 
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cerning which thou hadſt promiſed to their Fathers, that 
they ſhould go in to poſſeſs it. F 

24 So the Children went in and poſſeſſed the Land, and 
thou $SUBDUEDST before them the Inhabitants of the Land, 
and gaveſt them into their Hands, with their Kings, and 
the People of the Land, that may might do with them as 
they would. 

25 And they took $rRONG Cities, and a rar Land, 
and poſſeſſed Houſes full of all Goods, Wells digged, Vine- 
yards and Olive-yards, and Fruit-trees in Abundance : So 
they did eat, and were filled, and became Fat, and delight- 
ed themſelves in thy great Goodneſs. 

26 Nevertheleſs they were pisoBeDIENT, and REBEL- 
LED againſt thee, and caſt thy Law behind their Backs, 
and sLEZW thy PRoPHETs, which teſtified againſt them 
to TURN them to THEE, and they wrought great Pro- 
VOCATIONS. 

27 Therefore thou deliveredit them into the Hand of 
their Enemies, who vexed them: and in the Time of their 
TrovuBLE when they cried unto thee, thou heardeſt them 
from HzAven; and according to thy ManiFouD MERcixs, 
thou gaveſt them SAVIOURS, who ſaved them out of the 
Hand of their Enemies. 

28 But after they had REST, they did Evil again be- 
fore thee: therefore lefteſt thou them in the Hand of their 
Enemies, ſo that they had the Dominion over them: yet 
when they RETURNED and cried unto thee, thou heardeſt 
them from Heaven, and many Times didſt thou deliver them, 
according to thy Mgrcits : 

29 And teſtifiedſt againſt them, that thou mighteſt bring 
them again unto thy Law: yet they dealt PROUDLY, and 
hearkned not unto thy Commandments, but finned againſt 
thy Judgments (which if a Man do, he ſhall live-in them) 
and withdrew the Shoulder, and HARDNED their Neck, and 
would not Ax. | 

30 Vet many Years Jidft thou forbear them, and teſtifi- 
edſt them, by thy Srinzr in thy Paornzrs: yet 
would they not give Ear: therefore gaveſt thou them into 
the Hand of the People of the Lands. 

31 Nevertheleſs, for thy great MzRCIEs Sake, thou didſt 
not utterly consUME them, nor rons Ak R them; for thou 
art a GRACIOUS and MERCIFUL Gon. 

32 Now therefore our Go, the HAT, the MIGHTY, 
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and the TxzrRIBLE GoD, who keepeft CovenanT and 


Mercy ; let not all the Trouble ſeem little before thee, that 
hath come upon us, on our Kings, on our Princes, and on 
our Prieſts, and on our Prophets, and on our Fathers, and 
on all thy People, fince the Time of the Kings of Aſſyria, 
unto this Day. 

33 Howbeit, thou art jus r in all that is brought upon us; 
for thou haſt done Rich, but we have done wICKEDLY. 

34 Neither have our KinGs, our Pxivczs, our PrIEsTs, 
nor our Fathers kept thy Law, nor hearkned unto thy Com- 
mandments, and thy Teſtimonies wherewith thou didſt te- 
ſtify againſt them. 

35 For they have not ſerved thee in their Kincpon, 
and in thy GREAT GooDwEss that thou gaveſt them, and in 
the large and FaT Land which thou gaveſt before them, 
neither TURNED they from their wickED Works. 

36 Behold, we are Servants this Day, and for the LAxp 
that thou gaveſt unto our Fathers, to eat the Fruit thereof, 
and the Good thereof, behold, we are Servants in it. 

37 And it yieldeth much Increaſe unto the Kings whom 
thou haſt ſet over us, becauſe of our Sins: alſo they have 
Dominion over our Bodies, and over our Cattle, at their 
_ Pleaſure, and we are in great Diſtreſs. 1 

38 And becauſe of all this, we make a ſure S 


and write it, and our Princes, 5 Levi ites, and Priefts ſeal 
_ unto it, 


CHAP. X.

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30 And that we would not give our Daughters unto the 


| Pol of the Land, nor take their Daughters for our Sons. 


3r And if the People of the Land bring Ware or any Vi- 
ctuals on the Sabbath Day, to fell, that we would not buy 
it of them on the Sabbath, or on the Holy- day: and that we 
would leaye the ſeventh Year, and the Exaction of every 
Dei. 

32 Alſo we made Ordinances for us to charge ourſelves 
yearly with a third part of the Shekel, for the Service of the 
Houſe of our Gon. 


33 For the Shew-bread, and for the continual Meet-of- 


fering, and for the continual Burnt-offering of the Sabbaths, 


of the New-moons, for the Set-feaſts, and for the Holy- 
things, and for the Sin-offerings, to make an Atonement for 
Iſrael, and for all the Work of the Houſe of our Gop. 

34 And we caſt the Lots among the Prieſts, the Levites, 
and the People for the Wood-offering, to bring it into the 
Houſe of our Gop, after the Houſe of our Fathers, at 
Times appointed, Year by Year, to burn upon the Altar of 
the Loxn our Gop, as it is written in the Law: 

35 And to bring the Firſt-Fruits of our Ground, and the 

F ;rſt-fruits of all Fruit of all Trees, Year by Year, unto the 
Houſe of the Lox Dp: 


36 Alſo the Firſt-born of our Sons, and of our Cattle (as 


is written in the Law) and the Firſtlings of our Herds, and 


of our Flocks, to bring to the Houſe of our Gop, unto the 
Prieſts that miniſter in the Houſe of our Gop: 

37 And that we ſhould bring the firſt Fruits of our 
Dough, and our Offerings, and the Fruit of all manner of

Ground unto the Levites, that the ſame Levites might have 
the Tithes, in all the Cities of our Tillage.

3 Now it came to paſs when they had heard the Law, 
that they ſeparated from Iſrael all the mixed Multitude. 


4 And before this, Eliaſhib the Prieſt having the Over- 


fight of the Chamber of the Houſe of our Gop, was allied 
unto Tobiah. | 

5 And he had prepared for him a great 
aforetime they laid the Meat-offerings, the Frankincenſe, 
and the Veſſels, and the Tithes of the Corn, the new Wine;

15 In thoſe Days faw I in Judah ms treading Wine- 
preſſes on the Sabbath, and bringing in Sheaves, and lading 
Aſſes; as alſo Wine, Grapes and Figgs, and all manner of 
Burdens, which they brought into Jeruſalem on the Sabbath- 
day: and I teſtified againſt them in the Day wherein they 
fold Victuals. 

16 There dwelt Men of Tyre alſo therein, which brought 
Fiſh, and all manner of Ware, and ſold on the Sabbath unto 
the Children of Judah, and in Jeruſalem. 

17 Then I contended with the Nobles of Judah, and ſaid

fane the Sabbath-day ? 


18 Did not your Fathers thus, and did not our Goo 
bring all this Evil upon us, and upon this City? yet ye

19 And it came to paſs, that when the Gates of Jeruſa- 
lem began to be dark before the Sabbath, I commanded that 
the Gates ſhould be ſhut, and charged that they ſhould not

23 And in thoſe Days alſo faw I Jews that had married 

Wives of Aſhdod, of Ammon, and of Moab: | 

24 And their Children ſpake half in the Speech of Aſh- 
dod, and could not ſpeak in the Jews Language, but accord- 
ing to the Language of each People. 
25 And I contended with them, and curſed them, and 
ſmote certain of them, and pluckt off their Hair, and made 
them ſwear by Gon, ſaying, Ye ſhall not give your Daugh- 
ters unto their Sons, nor take their 32 unto your 
Sons, or for your ſelves. 

26 Did not Solomon King of Iſrael fin by theſe Things?
